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DECISION 
ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the Petition to Revive Unintentionally 
Abandoned Application or Lapsed Patent (37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
March 30, 2006. 



The petition is dismissed.

The 
fee for a petition to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is $1500.00, 
and the (current) issue fee due is $1400.00. Applicant has 
submitted $2660.00.
